marked favorable influence on the^ 
spread and development of handi¬ 
craft and skilled trades among the 
peasantry. “The Russian factory of 
the eighteenth century says Mr. 
T. Raronowsky, “was the school of 
handicraft, of new technical meth¬ 
ods and improvements. Foreign 
masters instnicted the Russian 
laborers in various trades. The 
use ol machinery was very limited, 
everything being done by hands 
and tools.” The peasants, after 
having worked aa apprentices in 
these factories could, and as a rule 
did, proceed to work with success 
a’ their huts iti the villages. This 
was the way it came to pass that 
many Russian villages turned into a 
kind of industrial settlement, where 
certain trades reached the climax 
of perfection and formed a solid 
basis of economical income for their 
iidiabitants. 

Karly in tlx nineteenth century 
the factories little by little turiieii 
into regular capitalistic institutions 
with free lalior, wage system and 
its otlxT p'^cu'iarities. In the 
year ISU-t the iiumhcr of wage¬ 
workers already rcHched dS )ier 
<a ut. of the total number of labor¬ 
ers ■ In the eloiii and wool fac¬ 
tories the number tif wtige-worker.-i 
liarely reached |ti jierCcnt., while 
the calico factories were operateil 
almost evelu.sivily by fiee lahoi:.
